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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to the rejection over Inoue, the instant claims as amended include the 
limitation requiring dendrimers A and B to both comprise phosphorescent organometallic 
materials in both the core and at least one dendron. Inoue is directed to dendrons comprising 
triarylamine units. Inoue does not teach or suggest organometallic units in his materials. 

With regard to the rejection over Tomalia, the instant claims as amended include the 
limitation requiring dendrimers A and B to both comprise phosphorescent organometallic 
materials in both the core and at least one dendron. Tomalia teaches phosphorescent materials 
can be associated with the various parts of the dendrimer. However, Tomalia does not teach or 
suggest the phosphorescent materials acting as the core of the dendrimer(s). 

With regard to the scope of the instant claims it is noted by the examiner that applicant as 
acted as their own lexicographer with regard to the definition of organometallic in such a way 
that applicant's definition is broader than that which is typically associated with the terms 
meaning. The traditional definition of organometallic is an organic group in which an organic 
group is bonded directly to a metal. Applicant on pages 1 1 and 12 state that organometallic 
materials of the instant invention preferably comprise metal carbon bonds and include metal 
complexes. Page 12, line 9 of the instant specification teaches metal porphyrins as an 
organometallic core material. The metal to porphyrin bonds of this metal complex are via 
nitrogens.

Hawley's Condensed Chemical Dictionary, 15th Edition, Page 929, is included with this 
mailing to provide a definition of organometallic as commonly understood in the art. 

The scope of the search conducted by the examiner includes metal complexes in addition 
to the traditional organometallic materials. It is understood by the examiner that the definition of 
organometallic as contained in the instant claims is broader than the common definition set forth 
in Hawley's Condensed Chemical Dictionary.
